A  NUMISMATIC  “TOUR  DE  FRANCE”.

XVI.  Summary  and  conclusions 

In  bare  facts  my  trip  round  France  listing  Roman  coins  gave  the  following 
results :  in  seven  weeks  I  travelled  four  thousand  miles,  visited  twelve  out  of  seventeen 
museums  successfully,  and  listed  a  total  of  22,103  coins  from  16  different  sites  and 
collections.  Of  these  collections,  four  were  from  excavations,  three  had  gone  through 
little  selection,  four  were  “  town  ”  collections,  and  five  were  just  collections,  some 
more,  some  less,  local.  In  sheer  numbers,  and  leaving  aside  the  reference  and 
municipal  collections  of  Paris,  Lyon,  Marseille  and  Bordeaux,  it  is  likely  that  I 
covered  about  half  the  coins  known  in  open  collections  in  the  southern  half  of  France. 
This  may  mean  about  one  quarter  of  all  the  coins  available  in  the  whole  of  France,  so 
that  20%  is  probably  not  too  high  an  estimate.  The  results  will  have  to  be  set  out 
officially  in  full,  and  some  mathematical  conclusions  drawn,  but  before  that  happens 
I  can  draw  together  some  threads  which  have  cropped  up  from  time  to  time  through¬ 
out  these  notes. 

Metals  in  the  currency.  Copper  continued  in  use  for  a  little  longer  in  France  in 
the  third  century  than  in  England.  In  France  most  of  the  collections  have  several 
sestertii  of  the  period  238  to  260,  whereas  in  England  they  are  distinctly  rare.  A 
larger  difference  comes  in  the  antoniniani  of  that  period.  In  France  they  are  very 
common,  in  England,  almost  rare.  On  French  sites  they  carry  on  the  upward  rise 
in  numbers  of  denarii  throughout  the  second  and  early  third  centuries,  whereas  on 
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English  sites  they  scarcely  appear.  Something  must  have  taken  their  place  in  England,, 
the  cast  denarii  of  Maximinus  spring  to  mind,  but  they  are  seldom  found,  and  the 
plated  denarii  of  Severus  Alexander,  but  these  must  have  been  struck,  and  pre¬ 
suppose  a  high  standard  of  forgers’  facilities  and  skill.  The  gold  coins  which  occur 
after  355  pose  a  difficult  problem.  They  occur  at  Glanum,  Arles  and  Poitiers,  all 
collections  with  excellent  pedigrees,  as  well  as  the  more  doubtful  sites,  and  they  are 
backed  up  by  evidence  from  England.  This  must  reflect  some  change  in  monetary 
or  metallic  policy,  but  at  present  we  can  say  little  more  than,  it  happens.  A  more 
pressing  question  is  the  weight  which  must  be  given  to  such  coins  as  evidence  of 
economic  activity.  In  small  collections  such  as  Aix-en-Provence,  giving  a  gold  coin 
its  full  value  of  1800  copper  coins  throws  out  all  calculations;  in  large  collections 
such  as  Richborough,  the  numbers  of  copper  coins  can  absorb  such  additions,  and 
there  are  several  pointers  which  suggest  that  such  a  method  is  valid. 

The  problem  of  the  “  statistical  ”  value  of  a  gold  or  silver  coin  must  be  approached 
k  at  common-sense  level.  If  the  one  gold  coin  was  hidden  or  buried,  then  it  is  perfectly 
W  legitimate  to  equate  it  with  its  full  content  of  copper,  for  the  person  who  buried  it 
might  just  as  well  have  buried  its  equivalent.  He  was  burying  a  value  of  money,  and 
that  is  how  we  must  treat  it.  But  if  a  person  drops  a  gold  coin,  in  his  garden  or  down 
a  drain,  what  then?  The  same  reasoning  seems  to  apply,  for  he  might  also  have 
been  carrying  18  silver  coins  or  1800  copper  ones.  After  all,  it  is  no  less  dangerous 
to  stand  in  the  middle  of  a  busy  street  on  market  day  to  retrieve  1800  coins  than  one, 
and  no  less  unpleasant  to  rescue  the  majority  of  them  from  a  sewer.  The  problem 
lies  more  in  the  finder  and  the  finding,  for  although  there  is  no  difference  between 
losing  one  gold  coin  and  1800  copper,  there  is  something  approaching  1800  times  the 
difference  in  finding  them.  So  gold  and  silver  can  only  be  given  their  values  when 
we  have  something  approaching  a  collection  of  all  the  coins  ever  lost  on  the  site,  as 
at  Richborough,  and  since  this  happens  nowhere  in  France,  gold  and  silver  coins 
are  simply  individual  site  finds.  Those  who  feel  that  this  is  treating  them  shabbily 
could  perhaps  weight  them  statistically  by  their  “  gold  or  silver  gleam  ”  when 
lying  in  the  soil. 

The  Gothic  Invasions.  The  historical  evidence  for  invasions,  particularly  in  276, 
is  good,  and  there  is  little  doubt  that  they  happened.  As  an  archaeologist  I  would 
feel  much  happier  if  we  could  judge  the  nature,  effect,  and  extent  of  these  invasions 
by  solid  material  evidence,  and  as  a  numismatist  I  w'ant  some  coin  evidence,  to 
support  the  history.  The  archaeological  evidence  is  lacking  over  almost  the  whole  of 
France.  This  is  partly  due  to  the  state  of  archaeology,  but  also  to  the  fact  that  firm 
criteria  for  invasions  are  difficult  to  establish.  There  is  evidence  of  desertion  of  sites 
i  in  the  third  century,  but  whether  buildings  were  deserted  from  an  economic  cause, 
or  left  hurriedly  because  of  the  scare  of  barbarians,  is  very  difficult  to  decide.  Let 
me  exonerate  some  French  archaeologists  by  saying  that  we  need  evidence  from 
towns  not  permanently  deserted,  and  such  towns  cleared  away  debris,  not  leaving  it 
for  our  examination,  to  rebuild.  The  coin  evidence  is  difficult  to  evaluate,  for  what 
would  we  expect  to  see  in  a  coin  list  if  a  raid  had  taken  place  ?  Arles  provided  us 
with  a  list  interrupted  at  the  reign  of  Probus,  perhaps  a  town  deserted  and  then 
re-occupied,  Glanum  was  disabled  in  the  third  century,  Banon  was  hit  and  evacuated 
in  the  reign  of  Probus.  All  other  lists  continue  smoothly  from  Aurelian,  through 
Probus,  to  Cams  and  onwards,  and  it  is  very  difficult  to  see  what  else  could  be 
expected,  even  if  the  majority  of  towns  in  France  were  terrified,  or  even  occupied, 
by  bands  of  Goths,  only  to  be  relieved  and  supported  after  perhaps  a  year  by  the 
Emperor  and  his  legions.  On  this  subject  we  must  either  say  that  the  coin  lists 
contain  little  evidence  of  the  invasions,  or,  coming  off  the  fence,  say  that  economically 
the  Gothic  invasions  produced  no  immediate  visible  effects  on  the  towns. 
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The  Fourth  Century.  That  ominous  sentence  leads  us  on  to  the  greatest  puzzle 
of  all.  If  the  gothic  invasions  had  no  visible  and  immediate  effects,  are  they  perhaps 
responsible  for  the  oddness  of  French  coin  lists  in  the  fourth  century  ?  As  a  very 
rough  and  ready  rule  a  site  in  England  which  produces  three  denarii  of  69-96 
produces  300  coins  of  the  fourth  century,  and  one  which  produces  eight  denarii 
produces  800  fourth  century  coins.  This  varies,  for  sometimes  the  factor  is  80 
sometimes  150,  but  the  denarii  usually  have  to  be  multiplied  by  somewhere  in  the 
region  of  100.  At  Vienne  there  are  38  such  denarii,  so  according  to  English  standards 
I  expect  3800  fourth  century  coins.  In  fact  there  are  551,  only  one  seventh  of  a  far 
from  generous  estimate.  This  can  be  seen  in  nearly  all  the  sites  except  Arles  and 
Banon,  and  Arles  was  the  Imperial  home  in  France  throughout  the  fourth,  and  into 
the  fifth,  century.  The  point  is  that  at  Vienne  we  know  accurately  the  areas  surroun¬ 
ded  by  the  first  and  fourth  century  walls,  and,  as  I  have  mentioned,  the  fourth 
century  city  occupied  only  about  one  seventh  of  the  earlier  area.  We  need  far  more 
data  which  can  be  firmly  relied  upon,  in  coins  as  in  the  boundaries  of  cities,  but  this 
drastic  reduction  in  fourth  century  town  plans  is  generally  accepted.  It  is  at  once 
useful  and  stimulating  to  find  a  similar  reduction  in  the  volume  of  coinage. 

Neither  piece  of  evidence  says  what  happened  between  the  first  and  the  fourth 
centuries  though  evidence  suggests  building  of  the  new  walls  at  the  end  of  the  third 
century,  and  the  coin  lists  suggest  that  all  went  well  inside  the  towns  until  after  260. 
It  is  annoying  that  the  coinage  of  the  next  period,  the  follis,  is  universally  scarce,  so 
that  not  too  much  evidence  can  be  placed  upon  its  presence  or  absence.  However, 
in  France,  the  number  of  denarii  (69-96)  usually  more  or  less  equals  the  number  of 
folles,  while  in  England  the  folles  may  be  more  than  ten  times  as  numerous.  A  further 
point  which  needs  attention,  and  on  which  coins  may  one  day  be  able  to  help,  is 
that  of  cause  and  effect.  We  have  at  present  several  facts,  economic  decline,  barbarian 
invasions,  the  rise  of  rural,  often  Christian,  settlements,  town  walls  being  rebuilt, 
towns  contracting,  and  a  reduction  of  coinage,  and  these  can  be  put  together  in  many 
different  patterns.  According  to  your  political  and  religious  persuasions  you  can  at 
the  moment  have  capitalism  declining  into  decadence  thus  letting  in  barbarian 
marauders,  after  which  an  envigored,  less  populous,  community  re-walls  itself,  and 
becomes  barteringly  simple;  or  you  can  have  a  Christian  (pacifist?)  splinter-group 
which  secedes  from  town  life,  which  declines,  inviting  barbarian  sacking,  and 
triumphant  Christians  settling  on  old  sites  building  the  precursors  of  the  medieval 
French  towns ;  or  you  can  have  prosperity  up  to  the  moment  of  unbelievably  savage 
and  successful  barbarian  invasions  which  decimated  the  population,  destroyed  most 
of  the  towns,  and  left  an  Israelitic  remnant  to  begin  urban  life  all  over  again. 

Perhaps  if  I  summarize  the  evidence  from  all  the  coins  from  all  the  sites  it  would 
produce  a  rather  less  romantic  generalization  to  the  effect  that:  “  although  the 
barbarian  invasions  of  Gaul  in  the  third  century  may  have  produced  little  immediate 
effect  on  a  declining  economy,  they  no  doubt  assisted  this  process,  leading  to  the 
decline  and  reduction  in  town  life  which  can  be  well  demonstrated  in  the  fourth 
century.” 

And  when  I  provide  the  means  to  substantiate  this  fully  in  print,  I  hope  my 
fellow  archaeologists  and  numismatists  will  think  it  worth  while. 

THE  EARLY  VIKING  MINT  OF  YORK.

I  have  deliberately  chosen  an  uncompromising  title  for  this  note,  which  I  have 
been  prompted  to  write  by  two  recent  attempts  to  ascribe  to  the  early  Northumbrian 
Viking  coins  of  the  types  found  in  the  1840  Cuerdale  hoard  respectively  a  French  and 
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a  Welsh  origin.  On  the  question  of  terminology,  I  have  equally  deliberately  referred 
to  the  Siefred-Cnut-Cunnetti-etc.  series  as  Northumbrian  (even  though  this  begs  the 
question  raised  by  the  anti-Northumbrians)  because  this  is  the  simple  and  obvious 
way  of  differentiating  them  from  the  (basically)  East  Anglian  Viking  coins  which 
invoke  the  name  of  St.  Edmund.  The  Northumbrian  series  as  a  whole  is  sometimes 
misleadingly  referred  to  by  one  of  its  parts,  as  “Cunnettis”  or  the  “Cunnetti”;  this 
can  only  confuse.  By  “England”  and  “English”  I  refer  to  the  geographical  area  of 
the  modern  country  and  not  to  ninth  and  tenth  century  political  divisions. 

An  analysis  of  the  coins  has  been  published  by  Mr.  Lyon  and  myself  in  Anglo- 
Saxon  Coins ,x  and  a  classification,  based  on  that  analysis,  which  we  feel  could  usefully 
be  adopted  as  a  general  reference,  appears  in  the  1964  Numismatic  Chronicle .2  Since  I 
believe  the  pattern  of  combinations  is  important  for  the  understanding  of  the  internal 
relationships  within  the  series,  I  have  set  out  this  classification  in  tabular  form  on  p.  456. 
Types  without  asterisk  are  known  only  for  pennies;  those  known  for  pennies  and 
halfpennies  are  marked  with  an  asterisk  before  (e.g.  *Ic);  the  three  varieties — two 
of  them  of  Karolus  monogram  type — which  are  known  only  for  halfpennies  are 
marked  with  an  asterisk  after  (e.g.  Ib*).  The  obverse  types  are  (1)  a  small  cross,  with 
or  without  pellets  in  the  angles ;  and  (2)  the  Karolus  monogram.  The  reverses,  which 
contain  the  principal  royal  names,  of  Cnut  and  Siefred,  are  of  the  following  types : 

A.  Two-line  horizontal  inscription 

B.  Cross  on  steps,  with  inscription  in  lines  at  sides. 

C.  Plain  cross  with  pellet  in  each  angle. 

D.  Long  cross-crossiet  to  edge  of  coin. 

E.  Cross-crossiet  within  inscription. 

F.  Plain  cross  without  pellets. 

G.  Patriarchal  cross,  generally  inverted. 

In  The  Problem  of  Cuerdalef  Mr.  F.  Banks  has  made  some  radical  attacks  on 
orthodox  ideas  about  the  origin,  function  and  interpretation  of  the  Northumbrian 
and  of  the  St.  Edmund  series,  both  of  which  he  thinks  were  struck  as  a  subsidy  for  the 
supposedly  impoverished  Church  of  the  English  Danelaw.  “It  is  far  more  probable”, 
he  writes  “that  the  Cunnetti  was  struck  elsewhere  for  use  in  the  See  of  York  and  the 
St.  Edmund  elsewhere  for  use  in  the  East  Anglian  Bishopric  than  that  they  were 
subscribed  to  and  struck  in  these  areas”. 

Mr.  Peter  Seaby’s  hypothesis  is  that  the  Northumbrian  group  originated  in  Wales. 
He  properly  qualifies  the  basic  assumption,  but  goes  on  to  suggest  (“if,  for  the  sake  of 
argument,  a  Cambrian  origin  is  assumed”)  a  whole  range  of  interpretations  of  Ebraice 
Civitas,  Cnut,  Cunnetti,  Siefred,  Alvaldus,  and  of  many  other  persons  and  places 
besides.  He  even  finds  a  Welsh  home  for  Ethelstan  (of  East  Anglia),  the  Frankish 
mint  of  Quentovic,  and  Alfred’s  mints  of  Winchester,  Exeter  and  Bath.  Since  Mr. 
Seaby’s  instalments  of  “Some  Cuerdale  Queries”  have  been  published  in  this 
Bulletin ,4  I  am  particularly  grateful  to  the  Editors  for  allowing  me  space  for  the 
present  note. 

Mr.  Banks,  too,  has  gone  beyond  the  immediate  question  of  origin.  He  has  for 
example  revived  the  nineteenth  century  theory  that  cnvtrex  is  a  cryptographic 
religious  legend,  and  Miss  Elizabeth  Pirie  has  even  gone  so  far  as  to  suggest  an 
interpretation — Christus  Noster  Vbique  Triumphans  Rex.  But  would  it  not  be 
sacriligious  to  convey  a  message  of  this  kind  in  such  secular  form  as  the  commonest 
of  Viking  personal  names,  Cnut  ? 

This  example  is  typical  of  the  determination  in  some  quarters  to  find  other  than 
the  obvious  and  reasonable  explanations  for  these  inscriptions.  I  do  not  propose  to 
touch  upon  most  of  these  problems,  except  incidentally,  but  to  concentrate  on  the 
one  prime  consideration,  of  whether  or  not  Ebraice  Civitas  refers  to  the  City  of  York. 
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Notes  1.  The  obverses  of  IV,  V  and  VI  are  of  small  cross  type  only;  IV  is  without  stops  in  the  legends,  V  usually  with,  and  VI  usually  without. 

2.  On  type  VI  the  obverse  inscription  is  frequently  blundered;  the  halfpenny  of  type  Id  is  of  very  crude  style. 

3.  Type  VII  reverses  are  apparently  derived  from  the  plain  cross  of  Cnut  Rex  type  C. 

4.  There  are  two  varieties  of  Dns  Ds  reverse:  (i)  without  o  ( mnipotens ) — IVa;  (ii)  with  o  Via. 
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In  our  paper,  Mr.  Lyon  and  I  have  not  pretended  to  find  positive  solutions  to  the 
identities  of  Cnut  and  Alvaldus,  or  to  the  mysterious  Cunnetti  legend,  but  in  a 
negative  way  have  attempted  to  narrow  the  limits  within  which  solutions  should  be 
sought.  But  the  one  conclusion  which  we  regard  as  being  as  near  to  a  fact  as  anything 
in  the  numismatics  of  this  period  reasonably  can  be  so  regarded,  is,  as  the  title  of  the 
paper  indicates,  that  the  coins  were  struck  in  the  Northumbrian  Danelaw  and  that 
Ebraice  Civitas  meant  York. 

Of  course,  others  are  free  to  accept  or  reject  this  conclusion  as  they  think  fit,  though 
I  believe  it  has  the  general  approval  of  historians  and  scholars.  What  is  not,  I  think, 
open  to  those  who  wish  to  propose  other  attributions,  is  to  ignore  it;  they  do,  in  fact, 
need  to  show  that  there  are  reasons  against  York  before  reasons  for  anywhere  else 
deserve  consideration  at  all.  For  besides  the  actual  form  of  mint  name  on  the  coins 
there  are  a  considerable  number  of  other  pieces  of  evidence,  which  the  critics  have 
disregarded,  but  which  amount  in  sum  to  a  very  solid  case  for  a  Northumbrian 
attribution,  independent  of  the  mint  name,  and  which  in  turn  serve  to  invalidate  the 
Frankish  and  Welsh  hypotheses.  It  may  therefore  be  well  to  restate  these  points  and 
remind  those  who  wish  to  dispute  the  question  that  the  background  is  a  complex  of 
evidence  from  which  items  cannot  (or  should  not)  be  selected  at  will. 

Firstly,  it  must  be  remembered  that  the  whole  of  the  Northumbrian  group  hangs 
together.  The  types  are  extensively  die-linked  as  can  be  seen  by  the  diagram  in 
Anglo-Saxon  Coins ,  p.  104.  Links  between  obverse  types  which  have  been  noticed 
include  one  Siefredus-Cunnetti  and  three  Ebraice-Cunnetti.  It  is  thus  likely  that  there 
was  a  single  mint,  and  that  Cunnetti  is  not  a  mint  name,  though  it  'could  represent 
another  mint  very  closely  associated  with  Ebraice  Civitas.  Coins  in  the  names  of 
Siefred  and  Cnut  run  parallel  for  a  time,  though  some  Siefreds  may  if  anything  be 
earlier,  and  Cnuts  certainly  outlast  the  Siefreds  and  run  through  to  the  end.  Of  the 
obverse  types  Ebraice  Civitas  and  its  variations  run  throughout  the  series.  The  more 
abundant  Cunnetti  does  not  appear  to  start  so  early  but  like  Ebraice  it  survives  to  the 
end  of  the  series.  Ebraice  Civitas ,  associated  within  the  series  with  reverses  in  the 
names  of  both  Siefred  and  Cnut,  continues  without  stylistic  interruption  into  the  St. 
Peter  series,  as  a  coin  in  the  Morley  St.  Peter  hoard  emphatically  demonstrates.5 
Cunnetti ,  on  the  other  hand,  is  uniquely  linked  to  reverses  bearing  the  name  of  Cnut 
and  this  may  be  significant.  The  dies  are  in  general  of  very  similar  style  from  one 
type  to  another,  and  although  the  details  change  the  wrhole  series  appears,  from  style, 
typology  and  die-links,  to  represent  a  single  evolution.  To  regard  the  Cunnetti  coins 
as  being  from  another  mint  than  Ebraice  Civitas  thus  imposes  an  unnatural  division 
on  the  series  against  its  numismatic  unity.  The  significant  exception  of  this  lies  in 
the  coins  inscribed  Qventovici ,  which  are  attributed  to  Quentovic  at  the  mouth  of  the 
Canche,  a  Frankish  mint  at  other  periods. 

The  English,  and  north  English,  associations  of  the  series  are  those  of  provenance, 
imitation,  type  and  inscription.  The  appearance  of  an  issue  of  this  kind  from  the 
York  mint  at  this  time  is  also  something  approaching  an  historical  probability. 

First,  provenance.  The  main  hoard  source  besides  Cuerdale  is  Harkirk,6  in  the 
parish  of  Sefton,  also  in  Lancashire.  Bearing  in  mind  the  finds  of  St.  Peter  pence  at 
Geashill,7  Co.  Offaly,  and  near  Bossall8  in  Yorkshire,  the  occurrence  of  hoards  on 
the  York-Dublin  axis,  the  twro  greatest  centres  of  Danish  power  in  the  British  Isles, 
makes  political  sense.  ElsewLere  in  hoards  from  Britain,  the  Northumbrian  series  is 
absent,  except  for  a  single  type  lie  Cunnetti9 in  the  Morley  St.  Peter  Treasure  Trove,10 
buried  in  the  East  Anglian  Danelaw  over  20  years  after  Cuerdale.  On  the  Continent, 
the  isolated  finds  are  northern  (like  those  of  other  Anglo-  and  Hiberno- Viking  coins) 
— in  Sweden,  Denmark  and  North  Germany.11  Not  a  single  specimen  is  recorded 
from  France,  from  Wales,  or  even  from  Wessex. 
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Secondly,  imitation.  The  Quentovic  coins  present  an  undoubted  anomaly.  They 
closely  resemble  the  Northumbrian  series,  but  are  of  entirely  different  (and  inferior) 
style;  they  have  all  the  appearance  of  copies.  But  they  are  struck,  like  the  Northum¬ 
brian  issues,  to  an  English  and  not  a  Frankish  weight  standard  and  they  can  only  be 
interpreted  as  Viking  issues  from  a  port  on  Frankish  territory,  made  by  or  for  raiders 
who  were  already  familiar  with  the  Northumbrian  series,  and  intended  to  be  taken 
home  and  not  used  for  monetary  purposes  in  France.  They  are  a  straight  reproduction 
of  a  single  type,  probably  by  or  for  the  same  authority  as  the  Northumbrian  proto¬ 
type,  and  thus  differ  from  the  English  imitations  mentioned  below.  Though  the 
Quentovic  issue  is  to  some  extent  an  improbable  one,  its  smallness  compared  with  the 
Northumbrian  series  must  be  remembered,  and  in  view  of  the  other  considerations 
discussed  here  its  Continental  origin  would  be  no  easier  to  explain  if  the  Northum¬ 
brian  series  as  a  whole  had  also  been  struck  in  France. 

Other  imitations  are  more  indicative.  There  is  an  imitative  piece12  of  poor  style 
which  combines  the  names  of  Cnut  and  Alfred  and  there  are  a  few  of  the  Viking  m 
coins  in  Alfred’s  name  from  the  “Orsnaforda”  mint  which  have  a  neat  cross-on-steps  ™ 
type,13  surely  copied  from  Siefred’s.  These  coins  of  borrowed  type  confirm  the  general 
message  of  Cuerdale,  that  coins  of  Alfred  and  the  Northumbrian  Vikings  were  avail¬ 
able  together  in  the  north  Midlands  at  the  end  of  the  tenth  century;  but  they  also 
extend  it,  for  unofficial  imitation,  like  the  Cnut/ Alfred  piece,  and  partial  type  copying, 
like  the  Orsnaforda  cross-on-steps,  indicate  the  circulation  of  the  prototypes,  which 
disposes  of  any  suggestion  that  the  Viking  and  Carolingian  coins  in  Cuerdale  could 
constitute  a  single  parcel  brought  from  France  intact.  Harkirk  and  Morley  St.  Peter 
are  thin  evidence  for  the  general  circulation  of  the  series,  when  such  a  vast  amount 
of  coins  must  have  been  struck.  But  the  imitations  show  that  they  did  have  some 
general  currency  in  the  Danelaw,  and  this  reinforces  their  Northumbrian  origin. 

The  cross-on-steps  or  mounted  cross,  which  most  numismatists  have  lain  on  its 
side  in  their  illustrations,  is  a  very  singular  piece  of  type  derivation.  With  the  excep¬ 
tion  of  gold  coins  of  the  Dark  Ages,  it  is  the  only  occurrence  of  this  classic  Byzantine 
type  on  coins  struck  in  England.  In  the  Cuerdale  hoard  was  a  single  Byzantine  coin, 
a  silver  hexagram  of  Heraclius  and  his  son  Heraclius  Constantine,14  the  best  part  of 
three  centuries  old  in  900  a.d.  The  reverse  type  of  this  is  the  cross-on-steps,  and 
provides  the  only  recorded  example  of  a  coin  with  this  design  from  the  later  Anglo- 
Saxon  period.  Whether  the  inference  has  been  drawn  before  I  have  not  been  able  to 
discover,  but  it  is  hard  to  dismiss  as  fortuitous  the  coincidence  of  these  three  singular 
occurrences — the  only  Byzantine  coin  of  English  provenance  at  this  period  with  the 
mounted  cross  (any  Byzantine  coin  in  England  at  this  time  was  a  great  rarity),15  the 
only  Byzantine  coin  out  of  nearly  7,000  coins  in  the  Cuerdale  hoard,  and  the  only  4j 
outbreak  of  the  mounted  cross  as  an  English  coin-type.  I  find  it  difficult  to  resist  the 
conclusion  that  the  design  of  this  long  obsolete  hexagram,  which  was  once  as  we  know 
in  the  possession  of  the  owner  of  a  large  share  of  Viking  loot,  may  in  fact  have  been 
the  cause  of  the  isolated  appearance  of  the  mounted  cross  on  some  of  the  coins,  into 
which  that  loot  had  been  minted.  This  is  hypothesis  only,  but  it  cannot,  I  think,  be 
counted  improbable,  and  if  correct  would  further  demonstrate  the  Northumbrian 
origin  of  the  series.  Even  without  it,  the  anti-Northumbrians  have  to  reckon  with  the 
mounted  cross  type:  how  could  the  Welsh  have  ever  taken  hold  of  it,  or  why  the 
Carolingians  known  it  and  used  it  for  a  Northumbrian  subsidy  but  never  on  their 
own  money  ? 

Next,  we  must  consider  the  types  in  their  context.  They  are  on  the  whole  curiously 
detached,  as  much  almost  from  English  as  from  French  coins  of  the  period.  Perversely 
it  is  a  Frankish  type,  the  Karolus  monogram  which  occurs  frequently  on  Carolingian 
coins  from  the  time  of  Charlemagne  its  originator  onwards,  which  supplies  the 
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strongest  English  association.  The  monogram  is  found  on  the  merest  handful  of  coins 
in  the  English  series :  on  Northumbrian  Viking  pence  and  halfpence  from  Cuerdale 
with  the  inscription  Ebraice  Civitas  (types  It  and  Iu),  and  on  halfpence  with  Cunnetti 
(type  Ilf);  on  some  St.  Peter  pennies;16  and  on  a  perhaps  secular  series,  with  a  head 
or  hand  as  the  obverse  type  and  a  name  apparently  “Raienalt”,17  which  is  closely 
associated  with  the  earlier  St.  Peters.  It  occurs  on  no  coins  issued  by  the  Anglo-Saxon 
kings  of  Northumbria,  Mercia,  Kent,  Wessex  or  East  Anglia,  and  on  no  Anglo-Viking 
issues  except  the  three  very  rare  groups  mentioned.  The  relationship  of  these  three 
groups  will  be  further  demonstrated  below,  but  it  can  be  said  now  that  the  Cuerdale 
Karolus  coins  are  late  in  their  respective  series,  that  the  St.  Peter  and  Raienalt  coins 
are  regarded  as  York  issues  of  the  first  decade  of  the  tenth  century,  and  that  their 
Karolus  varieties  are  early.  Perhaps,  like  that  of  the  mounted  cross,  the  prototype  of 
Karolus  monogram  on  the  Ebraice  and  Cunnetti  coins  is  also  to  be  found  within  the 
hoard — in  the  many  coins  of  this  type  of  Charles  the  Bald  and  Charles  the  Simple ; 
but,  unlike  the  mounted  cross,  this  was  a  common  and  well-known  type  which  would 
have  been  generally  familiar  at  least  to  those  who  had  taken  part  in  the  raids  on 
Frankish  territory. 

Finally,  the  inscriptions.  The  name  of  Sigeferth,  described  by  Aethelweara  as  “a 
pirate  from  the  land  of  the  Northumbrians”,  is  the  natural  identification  for  the  ruler 
denoted  by  the  Latinized  Siefredus  and  the  Germanic  Sievert  on  the  coins.  I  cannot 
see  his  coins  having  been  struck  on  the  Southern  coasts  of  England  or  inland  where 
he  raided,  much  less  in  Wales  where  he  is  not  known  to  have  penetrated.  As  for  the 
idea  of  subsidies  from  the  Christians  of  the  Touraine  to  the  Northumbrian  Church, 
sheer  historical  improbability  should  be  enough  to  dispose  of  this  fantastic  concept. 
But  even  supposing,  if  not  alms  then  perhaps  some  form  of  Danegeld  in  coin,  would 
the  French  have  mounted  an  enormous  issue  (showing  signs  of  development  over  a 
period)  of  coins  in  the  names  of  their  attackers ,  and  handed  them  out  periodically  and 
exclusively  to  the  ecclesiastical  or  military  authorities  of  a  community  whose  represen¬ 
tatives  were  devoting  their  energies  to  sacking  English  and  French  towns  and  plunder¬ 
ing  their  possessions  ?  If  one  can  believe  this  sort  of  thing,  why  bother  with  the 
tiresome  disciplines  of  history  or  numismatics  ? 

On  the  contrary,  we  know  of  Sigeferth’s  piratical  raids  on  Devonshire  in  894  from 
the  text  of  Aethelweard,  and  the  Parker  Chronicle  records  a  Danish  attack  on  Exeter 
in  893.  In  the  previous  year,  they  had  attacked  Kent,  and  Mr.  Dolley  has  demon¬ 
strated18  that  the  Canterbury  mint  appears  to  have  been  closed  in  the  890’s.  Another 
band  of  northern  raiders  sailed  down  the  Seine  in  896,  despoiling  the  neighbourhood, 
wintered  by  the  Loire,  harried  part  of  Aquitaine  and  Neustria  in  the  spring  of  898 
and  got  back  to  their  ships  although  intercepted  by  the  King’s  army.  Moreover,  their 
leader  Hundeus  had  been  baptized  in  897  by  arrangement  with  Charles  the  Simple. 
Should  we  not  therefore  have  almost  expected  that  Northumbrian  Viking  coinage 
should  have  begun  during  or  just  following  the  period  when  so  much  silver  had  been 
pillaged  from  the  south  of  England  and  from  France;  and  when  Northumbrian 
Vikings  were  so  prominent  in  these  campaigns,  yet  at  the  same  time  were  turning  to 
profession  of  the  Christian  faith,  is  not  York,  where  extensive  St.  Peter  issues  were 
struck  in  the  next  two  decades,  the  likely  mint  and  might  not  the  coin  types  have 
Christian  designs  with  a  Frankish  flavour  and  be  struck  not  at  the  Frankish  standard 
but  at  a  standard  acceptable  in  England  ? 

It  is  of  course  no  more  unlikely  that,  if  the  names  of  Northumbrian  rulers  had 
been  placed  on  coins  struck  in  France,  the  name  of  their  City  of  York  should  appear 
also.  For  Ebraice  Civitas  means  the  City  of  Ebraica ,  and  City  probably  in  the  sense 
of  an  episcopal  see.  In  a  Northumbrian  context  this  can  be  no  other  than  York,  of 
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which  the  ancient  Latin  form  was  Eboracum.  But  here  we  must  look  again  at  the  St. 
Peter  and  Raienalt  coins. 

York  Minster  was  dedicated  to  the  name  of  St.  Peter  and  I  know  of  no  attempt  to 
attribute  the  regular  coins  of  the  St.  Peter  series,  which  have  the  inscription  s(an) 
c(t)i  petri  Mo(neta)  and  the  mint  name  ebraice  civ,  ebrace  c(i),  ebarice  ct  (on  a 
Karolus  monogram  coin),  or  similar,  other  than  to  a  mint  at  York.  Later  St.  Peters,  with 
a  sword  on  the  obverse,  sometimes  have  the  full  reading  eborace  civitas,  and  are 
linked  typologically  with  coins  in  the  name  of  a  king  Sitric,  reasonably  identified  as 
Sitric  Caoch  of  the  Anglo-Norse  dynasty  in  Dublin  who  crossed  to  be  king  of  York 
on  the  death  of  his  brother  Regnald  in  921,  and  became  Athelstan’s  brother-in-law. 

The  form  Eborace  Civitas  on  the  sword  St.  Peters  certainly  means  York:  apart  from 
the  feminine  genitive  termination,  -e  for  -i,  it  is  the  pure  classical  form,  and  as  found 
on  later  mediaeval  coins  of  York. 

The  association  of  these  coins  with  York,  and  with  other  coins  of  a  king  of  York, 
twenty  years  after  the  Cuerdale  coins  is  hardly  open  to  dispute.  But  if  the  Cuerdale  4 
coins  are  not  from  York,  where  is  the  break  ?  Working  backwards,  can  the  earlier  St.  " 
Peters  with  ebraice,  ebrace,  ebarice,  etc.,  be  dissociated  from  the  later  ?  Or  these 
earlier,  and  the  earlier  Raienalts,  some  of  each  with  the  Karolus  monogram,  and  each 
found  in  hoards  like  Bossall/Flaxton  in  Yorkshire,  and  Geashill  inland  from  Dublin — 
can  they  be  dissociated  from  the  Northumbrian  Vikings  and  their  mint  at  York  ?  Or 
can  the  Cuerdale  coins  with  ebraice,  some  again  with  the  Karolus  monogram,  be 
supposed  to  be  alien  or  imported  prototypes  from  which  a  native  Viking  coinage  of 
York  developed  ? 

It  is  true  that  there  is  no  independent  evidence  for  a  mint  at  York  at  this  time,  but 
apart  from  the  coins  what  evidence  is  there  ever  of  any  Anglo-Saxon  mints  before 
Athelstan’s  Laws  of  Grately  ?  The  later  kings  of  the  old  English  dynasty  in  Northum¬ 
bria,  and  the  contemporary  archbishops  of  York,  had  minted  coins  in  profusion 
before  the  debacle  of  867.  That  their  principal  mint — if  not  the  only  one — was  York 
is  a  reasonable  hypothesis :  it  can  hardly  have  been  outside  Northumbria  since  there 
is  no  evidence  that  the  coins  circulated  in  the  southern  kingdoms.  From  the  other  end, 
York  was  Athelstan’s  only  north  eastern  mint  during  his  periods  of  control  of  the 
area,  and  always  had  a  dominance  in  Northumbria  quite  unlike  that  of  any  other 
mint  over  its  own  region  elsewhere  in  the  country.  Why  such  efforts  should  be  made 
to  find  alternative  origins  for  a  Northumbrian  Viking  coinage,  in  face  of  all  the 
evidence  for  association,  is  difficult  to  comprehend.  That  York  should  be  a  main, 
perhaps  the  only  mint,  used  by  the  Danes  in  Northumbria  is  so  likely  a  supposition 
that  it  would  have  to  have  been  made  even  if  the  evidence  of  the  coins  was  less 
explicit.  0 

Mr.  Seaby  hopes  that  “a  better  qualified  numismatist”  will  think  the  subject  ^ 
worthy  of  investigation.  There  can  be  few  whose  numismatic  skill  could  be  rated 
higher  than  that  of  the  author  of  such  an  outstanding  paper  in  the  British  Numismatic 
Journal  as  “The  Sequence  of  Anglo-Saxon  Coin  Types  1030-1050”, 19  one  of  the 
major  post-war  contributions  to  English  numismatics.  I  certainly  do  not  presume, 
by  writing  this  note,  to  be  in  any  way  better  qualified  than  Mr.  Seaby;  but  I  can  only 
say  that,  if  he  (or  Mr.  Banks)  feels  “that  the  accepted  theories  on  the  ‘Northumbrian’ 
coinage  of  York  are  unsatisfactory”,  it  is  a  pity  that  he  does  not  explain  why.

AN  INTRODUCTION  TO  THE  STUDY  OF  THE 
COIN  AMULETS  AND  THE  OTHER  NON- CURRENCY 

“COINAGES  OF  CHINA.”

4.  The  coins  and  other  objects  grouped  under  this  heading  are  a  very  miscella¬ 
neous  lot.  Many  have  amuletic  or  talismanic  significance  but  by  no  means  all.  They 
are  put  together  simply  to  direct  the  attention  of  the  western  numismatists  to  their 
existence  and  because  they  throw  some  light  on  the  attitudes  of  Chinese  peoples 
to  coins. 

4 A.  Souvenir  coins  and  commemorative  medals  were  produced  in  considerable 
variety  during  the  last  years  of  the  Ch’ing  dynasty  and  the  period  of  the  Republic 
(see  Kann24)  but  they  certainly  had  precursors  in  earlier  periods  for  the  Chinese  did 
not  easily  nor  soon  change  their  accustomed  ways  nor  take  to  wholesale  innovation. 
Nevertheless,  although  it  is  easy  enough  to  suspect  that  certain  coins  would  fall  into 
this  category,  it  is  quite  difficult  to  attain  to  greater  certainty  with  respect  to 
individual  specimens.  One  most  interesting  and  indisputable  piece  is  that  given  as 
No.  1867  of  the  Glover  collection  (l.c.),  the  inscription  on  which  reads  Hsing  yuan 
p’ing  sung  67  (“The  Rise  of  the  Yuan  and  the  overthrow  of  the  Sung  dynasty”). 

Private  commemorative  medals  certainly  exist  but  they  are  very  rare  in  western 
collections.  Ones  are  known  which  seem  to  be  memorials  to  great  chess  games,  or 
of  equally  memorable  drinking  bouts  and  more  serious  occasions  are  no  doubt 
remembered  although  it  is  not  easy  to  come  across  them  nor,  in  most  instances,  to 
identify  them.  Some  coins  w'hich  have  the  character  of  being  of  Japanese  fabrique 
seem,  by  implication,  to  commemorate  the  Ming  dynasty  of  China.  One  suspects 
that  they  were  produced  by  the  Chinese  refugees,  mostly  Ming  sympathisers,  w'ho 
set  up  a  trading  colony  at  Nagasaki  in  the  late  17th  century.  These  however  are  a 
special  class  needing  more  detailed  treatment. 

4 B.  Many  of  these  probably  remain  unrecognised  in  European  collections. 
Coushnir  ( l.c .)  describes  and  figures  one  which  he  attributes  to  the  Ming  dynasty, 
although  it  is  by  no  means  clear  why  this  should  be  so.  The  obverse  carries  the  name 
of  the  house,  I  Chi  68  (meaning  ambiguously  either  “The  House  having  the  public 
in  mind”  or  “Righteousness  Remembering  House”)  and  the  designation  Chin 
CKien  69  (“The  cash  equal  to  Gold”).  The  reverse  has  a  pair  of  overlapping  mascles 
— probably  the  house  sign  or  emblem.  No  doubt  most  others  would  be  of  similar 
form. 

Certain  “horse  coins”,  particularly  those  showing  a  monkey  or  a  man  leading 
a  horse,  are  said  to  be  considered  as  mascots  or  “good  luck”  pieces  by  gamblers. 
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although  the  practice  was  more  common  in  Japan  in  Tokugawa  days  than  in  China. 
Possibly  gamblers  might  use  other  talismanic  coins  invoking  good  luck,  for  the  same 
purpose. 

4 C.  Schjoth  (l.c.)  figured  a  number  of  coin-like  objects  used  as  pieces  for 
playing  Chinese  chess  of  the  kind  known  as  Hsiang  chi  70  or  “Elephant  Chess”. 
The  pieces  are  somewhat  like  draughtsmen  but  small  and  they  bear  a  single  character 
giving  the  name  of  each  on  the  upper  side.  A  curious  feature  of  this  game  is  that  the 
pawns  of  either  side  are  given  different  names;  those  on  one  side  are  labelled  tsu  71 
and  those  on  the  other  ping  72,  both  of  which  mean  “soldier”. 

The  horse  coins — or  certain  kinds  of  them — were  also  anciently  used  to  play  a 
game,  the  rules  of  which  have  long  been  forgotten  but  it  is  probable  that  it  had 
reference  to  certain  astronomical  phenomena.  I  hope  to  give  this  matter  further  and 
lengthier  treatment  in  a  paper  devoted  to  the  “horse  cash”. 

The  game  of  Po-tzu  73  was  originally  played  with  coins  but  whether  or  not  of  | 
some  specific  kind  I  have  been  unable  to  determine.  " 

4 D.  This  is  a  miscellaneous  group,  members  of  which  are  treated  as  numismatic 
objects  in  some  Chinese  works  but  not  in  others. 

4 Da.  Certain  of  the  passports  and  identity  discs  are  among  the  oldest  objects 
of  this  class.  Some  date  at  least  from  the  Mongol  dynasty  (Yuan).  The  mongols 
themselves  used  gold  tablets  as  emblems  of  official  status  and  the  early  Catholic 
emissary,  William  of  Riibruck  (see  translation  in  Dawson25)  describes  them  thus 
when  speaking  of  the  Great  Khan  of  the  Mongols:  “Mangu  also  gave  the  Mongol 
his  golden  seal,  that  is  to  say  a  plate  of  gold,  an  handbreadth  wide  and  half  a  cubit 
long,  on  which  his  order  is  engraved ;  whoever  bears  this  can  command  whatever  he 
will  and  it  is  carried  away  without  delay”.  Such  gold  tablets  were  extensively  used 
by  the  Mongols  and  several  are  in  the  numismatic  collections  of  the  Hermitage 
Museum  at  Leningrad  (see  Vernadsky26).  Later  dynasties  came  to  use  silver  discs 
for  this  or  similar  purposes  with  perhaps  more  restricted  implications.  These  had  a 
round  hole  in  the  centre  and  a  five-clawed  dragon  on  the  obverse  and  were  given  to 
the  military  commanders  of  large  districts.  Whatever  was  asked  for  “whether  food, 
goods  or  the  three  kinds  of  metal”  had  to  be  handed  over  for  the  use  of  the  army. 
These  discs  are  said  to  have  weighed  eight  liang.  A  picture  of  one  will  be  found  in 
the  Tz’u  Yuan.27  In  later  times  the  emperor  sometimes  issued  to  governors  and  other 
high  officials  a  special  type  of  metal  pass  which,  judging  by  the  one  shown  by 
Coushnir  (l.c.)  were  unequally  six-sided.  Coushnir  also  figures  another  type  of  pass, 
namely  that  permitting  access  to  an  arsenal.  This  too  is  an  hexagonal  tablet  with  ^ 
unequal  sides  with  a  scroll-formed  upper  finial  which  encircles  the  hole,  through 
which  no  doubt  a  cord  was  threaded.  I  have  a  somewhat  similar  piece  with  a  different 
inscription  in  a  rather  poor  bronze  although  whether  this  admitted  to  an  arsenal  it  is 
impossible  to  say.  No  doubt  similar  pieces  were  once  necessary  for  entry  into  many 
kinds  of  official  building. 

Another  form  of  pass  is  the  type  classed  by  Ramsden  as  “nutmeg  graters” 
because  they  somewhat  resemble  that  object.  Patalas11  and  Schlosser37  treat  this 
as  token  money  of  the  Chou  dynasty.  To  me,  it  appears  very  unlikely  that  this  is  so. 

Li  Tso-hsien  who  wrote  the  Ku  Ch’uan  Hui  calls  them  “chestnut-burr”  coins. 
According  to  T.  LaCouperie2  these  pieces  were  passports  and  this  may  well  be  so. 
They  are  rectangular  pieces  of  metal,  terminated  at  one  of  the  short  ends  carrying, 
usually,  some  animal  design  with,  above  this,  a  perforated  dragon  finial.  On  the 
obverse  are  fairly  intricate  designs  usually  with  some  animal  or  human  figure  and,  on 
the  reverse,  many  rough  projections  like  those  of  a  nut-meg  grater. 
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4 Db.  These  “coins”  functioned  as  special  passes  or  “recognition  issues”  for 
members  of  the  once  famous  secret  societies  or  “tongs”.  They  are  very  little  known 
but  three  have  been  described  and  figured  by  Stanton.28 

4 E.  There  is  a  variety  of  coin-like  metal  object  which  is  used  as  an  ornament; 
some,  but  not  all  of  these  have  found  their  way  into  numismatic  works. 

4 Ea.  There  exists  what  might  be  called  a  standard  type  of  dress  ornament  in 
the  form  of  a  coin :  such  coins  are  known  as  “p'ei  cKien”  74  or  “coins  for  long  robes”. 
Frequently  they  have  the  form  of  a  stylized  peach  fruit  such  as  is  often  found  as  a 
motif  in  Chinese  art  but  the  coins  take  several  forms  most  of  which  in  one  way  or 
another  are  of  auspicious  augury.  Richard  Schlosser,29  the  famous  Sinological 
numismatist,  has  monographed  most  of  the  known  types.  Ordinary  coins  are  used  for 
ornamenting  dress  and  amulets  too  are  sometimes  put  to  this  purpose.  Nor  are  the 
Han  people  the  only  ones  to  use  them:  the  women  of  the  Aliao  tribes,  particularly 
the  ones  known  as  the  “Great  Flowery  Aliao”  used  bunches  of  coins  attached  to 
their  “sailor  collar”,  peculiar  to  their  dress,  to  hold  it  down.  (See  plate  opposite 
p.  278  of  Clark’s  work30  and  the  standard  monograph  in  Chinese  on  the  Aliao).31 
A  curious  double  fish  ornament — rather  like  a  kind  of  amuletic  coin — was  worn 
attached  to  the  girdle  by  court  officials  in  ancient  Japan  and  the  practice  is  said  to 
have  come  from  Corea.  Possibly  this  originated  in  China  but  although  the  Japanese 
ones  are  fairly  easily  distinguished  by  their  general  fabrique  it  seems  to  be  impossible 
to  tell  whether  others  came  from  China  or  Corea.  In  earlier  times  in  China,  perhaps 
as  early  as  the  Chou  dynasty,  courtiers  wore  a  kind  of  baton  at  the  waist  and  this  was 
adorned  with  a  metal  fish,  not  very  unlike  the  so-called  “fish  money”  which  is  of 
unknown  function.  One  in  my  collection  is  60  mm.  long  with  a  maximum  width  of 
17  mm.  and  is  covered  with  a  stylized  pattern  of  scales.  On  the  back  a  Chinese 
collector  has  scratched  the  legend  “ Chin  shih  cKu  pan  kuei  shih  p’ei ”,  i.e.  “an  adze¬ 
shaped  piece  intended  to  adorn  the  baton  hanging  from  the  waist  of  courtiers”.  In 
the  absence  of  any  contrary  evidence  being  known  to  me  I  have  provisionally 
accepted  this  as  the  function.  Alandarins  in  Annam  when  at  court  had  certain 
ornamental  metal  plaquettes  which  might  perhaps  be  taken  for  coins.32

SUTHERLAND,  Dr.  C.  H.  V.  Roman  Imperial  Coinage,  Volume  VI.  Diocletian  to 
Maximinus  II,  a.d.  294-313.  727  pages,  16  plates.  London,  1967.  Price  (£12  postage; 

6/-  inland,  8/6  overseas) 

The  long-awaited  publication  of  this  important  volume  in  the  “R.I.C.”  series  will  be 
welcomed  by  classical  numismatists  the  world  over.  This  new  addition  now  makes  the  work 
complete  from  Augustus  to  the  death  of  Constantine:  Volumes  VIII  and  X,  already  in 
preparation,  will  complete  the  R.I.C.  begun  by  the  late  Harold  Mattingly  in  1923.  Although 
some  of  the  earlier  volumes  are  in  need  of  revision,  R.I.C.  will,  undoubtedly,  finally  replace 
Henri  Cohen’s  epic  but  quite  unscientific  work,  Medailles  Imperials,  as  the  standard  reference 
book  for  the  Roman  Imperial  series. 

In  his  preparation  of  Volume  VI,  Dr.  Sutherland  has  applied  his  great  scholarship  to  an 
unusually  complex  period  of  the  Roman  coinage.  Although  covering  barely  two  decades, 
this  is  the  second  largest  volume  in  the  whole  of  the  R.I.C.  to  date.  No  fewer  than  sixteen 
mints  operated  during  this  period,  and  eleven  emperors  and  usurpers  held  power.  It  was  a 
time  of  great  political  confusion  during  which  Constantine  the  Great  took  his  first  steps 
towards  achieving  supreme  power  in  the  Roman  World. 

The  Coinage  Reform  of  Diocletian,  long  considered  to  have  been  instituted  in  a.d.  296, 
is  now  redated  to  294,  and  Dr.  Sutherland  brings  to  light  some  indisputable  evidence  to  support 
this  change.  Other  chronological  problems  of  the  period,  such  as  the  date  of  Constantine’s 
elevation  as  Augustus,  that  of  the  Carnuntum  Conference,  and  of  the  battle  of  the  Milvian 
Bridge,  are  fully  discussed  in  the  Introduction. 

The  primary  arrangement  of  the  Catalogue  is  under  mints,  which  are  placed  in  geographical 
sequence,  from  London  to  Alexandria.  Within  this  structure,  the  coinage  is  arranged  chrono¬ 
logically  and,  as  Dr.  Sutherland  points  out  in  the  Preface,  “  the  layout  is  designed  to  show  at  a 
glance  to  what  extent  particular  varieties  were  struck  on  a  ‘paired’  basis  for  colleagues  of 
similar  rank.” 

Although,  in  modesty,  the  author  claims  that  this  work  is  a  beginning  rather  than  an 
ending,  Dr.  Sutherland  has  done  a  great  service  to  Roman  numismatics  in  tackling,  so  ably, 
the  complexities  of  this  period,  and  producing  a  volume  of  such  merit:  his  twenty  years  of 
effort  have  gone  far  towards  mastering  the  problems  of  this  twenty  years  of  coinage. — D.R.S. 

DAVIS,  Norman.  Greek  Coins  and  Cities.  London,  1967.  221  pages,  5  maps,  numerous 
illustrations  in  text.  Price  60/ — t-  4/6  postage. 

This  well  produced  volume  contains  illustrations  and  detailed  notes  on  many  of  the  coins  in 
Mr.  Davis’  collection,  which  are  permanently  displayed  in  the  Seattle  Art  Museum.  Mr.  Davis 
has,  for  over  ten  years,  served  as  first  Vice-President  of  the  Museum. 

Commencing  with  notes  on  currency  before  coinage,  weight  standards  and  minting  tech¬ 
niques,  Mr.  Davis  goes  on  to  described  his  coins  under  the  following  headings:  Greece: 
Macedon  &  Thrace;  East  Greece;  Sicily;  Magna  Graecia;  Royal  Portrait  Coins.  In  addition 
to  explanations  of  the  coin  types,  much  historical  background  information  is  given,  and  the 
whole  thing  is  rounded  off  with  a  fine  “Historical  Sketch”  by  Dr.  Colin  M.  Kraay  of  the 
Ashmolean  Museum,  Oxford. 

Mr.  Davis  has  a  great  enthusiasm  for  his  subject  and  this  is  transmitted  through  his  writing. 
After  reading  this  work  many  people  will,  undoubtedly,  be  greatly  encouraged  to  learn  more 
of  this  fascinating  series — a  coinage  which,  in  artistic  merit,  has  never  been  equalled  by  succeed¬ 
ing  ages. — D.R.S.
